The use of leavened bread is very ancient, 
dating back to the earliest records. After the 
action of yeast became understood, artiticial 
substitutes were soon proposed. It was 
argued that raising bread by yeast was a 
wasteful operation, since part of the starch 
of the flourwas destroyed, being converted 
into alcohol and carbonic acid, both of which 
escaped into the air, and were of no avail as 
food. One ingenious inventor did, indecd, 
propose to save the alcohol by-attaching a 
condenser to the oven, but it is not recorded 
that he made bis fortune m this manner. 
About thirty or forty years ago it was first 
proposed to us,a mixture of hydrochloric acid 
and bicarbonate of soda for raising bread. The 
bicarbonate was mixed in proper proportions 
with the flour, and then the acid was mixed 
with the water used. The acid, acting on the 
bicarbonate, gave rise to a disengagement of 
gus throughout the mass. and this, expandmg 
on tue application of heat, made the bread 
light. This, theoretically, is one of the most 
perfect ways of raising bread, sinee the resi- 
duegeftin the bread is only common salt. Bui

Great 
care should be exercised in setting bread that 
there is no foul air in the room, as the air Is 
absorbed by the flour and may have an un- 
wholesome influence upon the bread. The 
bread itself, also, being Very porous, 1s apt 
to be contaminated by foul air. — It should 
never, on that account, be kept confined 
places, or in places where the air is not sweet 
and pure. Itis well known that home-made 
bread and baker’s bread are two different 
things. The former is sweeter, lighter and 
more retentive of moisture. The latter, if eaten 
soon after it has cooled, is pleasant and spon- 
gy; but, if kept forsome two or three davs,it 
becomes harsh and unpalatable. The cause of 
this difference is the difference in the method 
of preparing the bread for the ovenstne details 
of which are perhaps too Jengthy to be of In- 
terest to the general‘reader inthis connection, 
thotigh they are known to every ‘thorough 
housekeeper.

In Eight Days He Travels 2,200 Miles on 


His Own Railroads—His Ac- 
count of His Tour, 


Mr. Jay Gould, the yveat railroad king, re- 
turned to St. Louis at 9 o’cloek last evening, 
accompanied by a number of prominent rail- 
roud nen, who attended him onu tour of in- 
spection over the roads owned and controlled 
by him.
